two or three bedrooms, 12’xl2’ or 
12’xlG’ living rooms which extend 
into an open kitchen area, hallway 
in which is installed the furnace 
and closet • space, full bathroom 
with tub and shower curtain and 
two side doors at front and rear 
of the trailer. 

Two bedroom homes, three bed¬ 
room or three bedroom including 
a Jack and Jill room with double- 
decker bunk beds are available 
and size is either 12’x52’ or 12’x60’. 
These homes are on dual or triple 
axles depending on size, weight ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 pounds and can 
be moved freely in this province 
although in B.C. a pilot car is re¬ 
quired because of their size. 

A staff of 50 is presently em¬ 
ployed representing plumbing, elec¬ 
trical and finishing carpenter 
trades and the balance are produc¬ 
tion workers. 

Demand for these mobile homes 
is exceeding the supply and addi¬ 
tional staff is being sought to boost 
production to two units per' day.

Alberta's second seminar for 
Youth, held in Edmonton on May 
1 and 14, paralleled the success of 
the one in Calgaiy. Again 200 
young people between the ages of 
17 and 20 interacted to discuss and 
communicate with their peers the 
social, economic and moral Issues 
to be faced today. In an earlier 
article I outlined some of the ob¬ 
servations and conclusions that 
were made in the Calgary seminar 
on these topics. These items were 
brought to the discussion table 
again, but new approaches and a 
greater emphasis were placed on 
various ones. 

As a follow up to those seminars 
the young people were asked to: 
(a) give a written analysis of it 
a week after they arrived home, 
then a second appraisal by the end 
of three weeks. 

-■ (b) to discuss their position, 
others discovered at the seminar 
and to disseminate the knowledge 
and viewpoints they acquired on 


moral, economic, and social trends 
and changes by way of social dis¬ 
cussion, local seminars, or any 
other means if they felt there was 
this need. 

The standing committee will be 
meeting after all evaluations are 
in to examine implications and any 
further possible actions. 

As a former teacher I believe 
many teachers, particularly those 
In sociology, would find the papers 
and summaries of these seminars 
very Interesting and beneficial in 
their work.

Farmers must adopt a positive 
attitude toward business by deal¬ 
ing with salesmen and firms who 
have earned a reputation of fair 
dealing, who are known personally 
and welcome a thorough investi¬ 
gation before attempting to close 
a deal. 

The better business bureau ad¬ 
vises that no amount of provincial 
or federal legislation will ever pro¬ 
tect a person from his own stu¬ 
pidity — if he wishes to waste his 
fortune, he will find a way to do 
so and there will always be people 
around who will help relieve him 
of it. One way is to deal with a 
total stranger, who makes fantas¬ 
tic claims and promises about his 
products and services; who rushes 
the prospective customer into clos¬ 
ing a deal and refuses to allow 
him time to investigate — before 
signing or paying. 

One field of endeavour presently 
being invaded by the suede shoe 
boys is that of steel buildings for 
farm use. Although there are a 
number of reputable manufacturers 
and distributors of steel buildings 
available they are seldom the sub¬ 
ject of any criticism, because they 
welcome any interested party to 
see what they have to offer, to do 
careful comparative shopping for 
quality and price, and they do not 
resort to rush tactics. 

A recent investigation, conducted 
on a firm operating out of Winni¬ 
peg, shows that there are some 10 
to 20 different trade styles being 
used by sales people, all having an 
indirect connection. Their source 
of supply, which should be of in¬ 
terest to the buyer, seems to be 
something that inevitably has been 
neglected. In many cases reported, 
the purchaser has seen only a 
beautifully illustrated catalogue 
which could be an illustration of 
a completely different item than 
the one being sold or delivered. 

One case reported to the Better 
Business Bureau recently was to 
the effect. that two salesmen, (I 
shall not name the company they 
claimed to represent) at the time 
of their sales pitch to a farmer, 
claimed they were setting up a 
company in Edmonton, and that 
until this was done, they were ob¬ 
taining their buildings from a firm 
in the USA. The Better Business 
Bureau of Edmonton immediately 
contacted the Bureau in that locale 
and learned that the firm named 
had gone into liquidation three 
years previously. The company who 
owned the patent and dies for the 
building, when questioned, denied 
any arrangements with any Cana¬ 
dian distributors and certainly 
knew nothing of setting up a 
factory in Canada. Of course, since 
that time they have been claiming 
to obtain their supplies from an¬ 
other firm, — which is only an¬ 
other distributor, not a manu¬ 
facturer.

Write down 
everything you would like to have 
include in your plans; decide what 
you can afford to purchase or 
finance. 

2. Draw plans for your proposed 
building carefully, so that you will 
know what you expect to get for 
your money. Is it just the 
materials for a shell or do you 
propose to have a finished product 
with concrete footings and rein¬ 
forced concrete floor, and how 
many doors and windows or 
extras? Your District Agriculturist 
may be able to help you or obtain
